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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants 1 Arguments 

Applicants' arguments, filed 19 July 2004, have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or 
newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant 
application. 

Claims Under Examination 

Claims herein under examination are claims 1-5, 7, 9, 1 1-23, 26, and 28-32. 
Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 2 nd Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Lack Of Antecedent Basis 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "wherein said second selecting step selects a subset of 
primer pairs with a lower cost than any other subset of primer pairs from said set of primers" 
which lacks proper antecedent basis. Absent from claim 1 prior to the second selecting step are 
any calculated "costs". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
Allowable Claims 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 12-23, 26, and 28-32 are found allowable.

Based upon Applicants' arguments (Response filed 19 July 2004) the references cited in 
the 'Information Disclosure Statement' (filed 09 January 2002), which were previously lined 
through, have been considered herein.
